Foreign Relations. In support of It. 
i!r. Bacon replied to the speech made 
^Monday by Senator Lodge. 
He sum- 


med up his objections In the state- 
ment that he could not'freely accept 
Any treaty which does not place the 
Isthmian Canal entirely under Ameri- 
can auspices and American control. 
This, he said, the pending treaty does 
.not do, nor docs It do anything like 
it. It did not by long odds accom- 
plish what had been accomplished by 
the Senate amendments made to the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. The Davis amend- 
ment, Mr. Bacon said, had abrogated 
all t*he objectionable provisions of that 
trea'y (as negotiated, and It did not 
.ma'.: ;r what provisions there wore In 
the agreement HO long as the United 
States was authorized, as It was by 
tho principal Davis amendment, to no- 
•cure tho safety and maintenance of 
the canal by Its. own force. 
Tim', 


amendment had given this country a 
free hand to ilod "vhat was necessary 
for tho protection and defame of the 
•canal, whereas the present treaty car- 


• 
rled all the restrictions which original- 
ly were contained In the old treaty, 
leaving out the modifications of the 
Davis amendment. 
Mr. Bacon also 


pointed out that the treaty reproduces 
the restrictions of the old Suez Canal 
treaty, which had been Incorporated 
In 
the original 
convention. 
He 


charged that these restrictions had 
been copied almost verbatim from tho 
old treaty, the only material change 
being In the omission of the words "In 
time of war as In tlwe of peace" from 
rule 1 of the Suez Canal agreement. 
This omission did not. In his opinion, 


, change the character of the agreement. 


"The only reply," he said, "which tho 
advocates of the treaty .make to criti- 
cisms is that the canal wou^d be under 
the full control of the United States 
In time of war, but,this le 
more 


true now than under the old . aty." 
He said the war restrictions of tho 
treaty wero entirely Inconsistent with 
the claims of Senator Lodge that this 
•cpuntry should say who should UBB 
the canal and who should not In cane 
of hostilities. 
He contended that tho 


only power given to the United States

•was found in the last sentence ol rcgu-

latlon 2, providing that '^The United 
States shall bo at liberty to maintain 
such military police along the canal as 
may be necessary to protect it against 
lawlessness and disorder."

Philadelphia Society For Organized Char- 
ity n number of years ngn, and n small 
property wns purchased nnd remodeled so 
as to accommodate sixty persons. A sec- 
ond home of tills kind was established 
later, nnd this accommodated n hundred 
men. As the society's charity became 
better known the accommodations be- 
came Inadequate, nnd It wns decided to 
build the new fifty thousand dollar home. 


In erecting these homes for tramps the 


Iden ndvnnced by tho society Is that it 
tends to abolish bogging on thu streets 
and gives to those really deserving n tem- 
porary shelter.
